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Response to Arguments 



Applicant provides arguments directed to the assertion in the previous action that 
the limitations "wireless communication" of claims 1, 8 and 12 and the limitation "key or 
key fob type devices which contain circuitry for vehicle functions" of claims 5 and 6 are 
well know in the art. Applicant further requests citation in the prior art in support of this 
assertion. 

Tang et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,696,983) discloses in the background of the invention 
of Tang's vehicle communication system. In col. 1 lines 11- col. 2 lines 34 "Remote 
keyless entry systems for use with motor vehicles are well known in the art. Such 
systems typically include at least one remote control device, which typically takes the 
form of a key fob. The key fob includes a wireless transmitter for use by the vehicle 
owner or user to transmit wireless, usually radio frequency (RF), vehicle device function 
signals, and includes a number of vehicle function buttons for use in transmitting such 
signals. A receiver and controller are typically provided in the vehicle for receiving the 
vehicle device function and controlling one or more vehicle devices in order to 

effect the desired vehicle function..." Therefore Tang provides support for the assertion 
wireless communication with electronic keys in vehicles is well known and demonstrates 
wireless communication may be used to control vehicle functions or accessories from 
distance which would otherwise be prohibited in hardwire communication system, one 
of ordinary skill in the art would find this advantage sufficient motivation to utilize 
wireless communication. Therefore a proper prima facia case of obviousness has been 
established. 
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
